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New line to bring connections for towns as land sold

NEW railway stations in Wil¬ 
lenhall and Darlaston could 
be up and running in as little 
as three years’ time, as the fi¬ 
nal piece of land needed has 
officially been acquired. 

The West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority wants to bring rail routes 
back into public use, including Wil- 
lenhall’s old station on Bilston Street 
and Darlaston’s in James Bridge. 

The two new stations will operate as part of 
the Walsall to Wolverhampton line, and the 
move brings to an end years of wrangling over 
a new station for both towns. 

The project has been proposed on numerous 
occasions since the original sites closed in 1965. 

But now it is one step closer to becoming re¬ 
ality, as property development and investment 
company St Francis Group has sold seven acres 
of land at Bentley Point, Cemetery Road in 
Darlaston to the WMCA. Walsall Council leader 
Councillor Sean Coughlan said: “This is good 
news for the town and surrounding area. 

Ensure 

“The station will serve an area we have 
marked for regeneration and connect it to Wal¬ 
sall and Wolverhampton. When the Transport 
Minister visited the site of Willenhall railway 
station he said he saw it opening up a site of 
economic activity. I will be calling on the coun¬ 
cil to ensure the land around the station in Dar¬ 
laston fits the same purpose.” 

An £18 million budget has been created for 
both stations, which will see hourly trains from 
Walsall to Wolverhampton, as well as hourly 
trips from Birmingham to Wolverhampton via 
Tame Bridge, Darlaston and Willenhall. 

They could open as early as 2021 if construc¬ 
tion runs smoothly. The project forms part of 
West Midlands Mayor Andy Street’s plans to 
bring defunct rail routes back into public use. 

Currently, the Walsall to Wolverhampton 
line does not have regular scheduled passenger 
services, after they were withdrawn in 2008, 
meaning train users between both places must 
travel in and out of Birmingham New Street. 

In 2012, a proposal was unveiled for a £4m 
station with two platforms and car park on 
Bilston Street, Willenhall, but the plans fell

A BEREAVED father is to brave gruelling 
back-to-back sporting challenges in a fitting 
tribute to his late teenage son. 

Steve Guy will jump on his bike to pedal 
across Wolverhampton before pounding the 
city pavements in memory of 16-year-old Joe. 

It comes a year after Willenhall rising star 
Joe suffered head and chest injures in a fatal 
smash with a lorry. 

Mr Guy said: “When Joe was born, I was a 
runner at the time. He was a cyclist when he 
died. I thought I’ll do a bit of both.” 

Mr Guy will join this year’s Carver Wolver¬ 
hampton Half Marathon Events, tackling the 
Cousins 20k cycle ride at 9.30am before brac¬ 


ing himself for the Banks’s 10k run just 45 
minutes later. He will join thousands of oth¬ 
ers as they set off from West Park on Septem¬ 
ber 2. It will be the second time Mr Guy has 
pledged to take part in a sporting challenge 
in memory of his son, who was a member of 
Wolverhampton Wheelers. 

Last year, he made a last-minute decision 
to battle the 20k bike - won by Joe aged 14 - 
just three months after his son died. 

The 57-year-old said: “The preparation is 
going well. The biggest challenge is, I have 
a 45 minute window. I’ve got to be back in 
39 minutes to get changed into my running 
shoes and get to the start line.” 


Keen sportsman Joe was training to be¬ 
come a professional time trial rider when he 
died in Vicarage Road, Four Ashes, on May 31 
last year. An inquest into the death of the Our 
Lady and St Chad Catholic Academy student 
concluded it was an accident. 

Cycling legend Hugh Porter cycled along¬ 
side Mr Guy as he took part in last year’s 
event in Joe’s memory, and plans to cheer 
him on again this year. 

The former pro said: “It’s quite a challenge, 
so he’s going to have to put his toe down.”

Masterplan hope to 
rejuvenate centre 

A MASTERPLAN to rejuvenate the heart 
of Walsall is to be launched in the wake of 
Marks & Spencer’s ‘devastating’ closure. 

The former flagship Saddlers Shopping 
Centre store permanently closed its doors 
on Saturday after more than eight decades 
in the town. Councillor Mike Bird said con¬ 
sultants will now look at how to breathe life 
back into the area amid fears the closure 
will impact trade across the town centre. 

The Walsall council leader said: “I find 
it very upsetting that Marks & Spencer is 
closing. It’s more of a social place to go 
than anything. It’s a great hole in the mid¬ 
dle of the town. Footfall from the store will 
fall away and who knows what impact it 
will have on the rest of centre. I have com¬ 
missioned consultants to look at the retail 
offer, they are comprising a town centre 
masterplan which I hope will reveal differ¬ 
ent ways of developing the town centre fol¬ 
lowing the demise of Marks and Spencer.” 

Customers trickled in and out of the 
store, which opened in 1943, ahead of its 
final 6pm closure.

TRAGEDY 

Teenage passenger 
had brain injuries 

A TEENAGER killed in a crash in Walsall 
died of traumatic brain injuries, an inquest 
heard. Liam Ball was the passenger in the 
vehicle involved in the road traffic collision 
on Weston Street in the early hours of 
August 2, Black Country Coroner’s Court 
heard on Monday. The car he was travel¬ 
ling in hit parked cars. The 17-year-old bar¬ 
ber, of York Close in Malvern, was taken to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 

A CT scan revealed he had suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries to his brain and died in hospital 
at 12.22am. A 16-year-old pleaded guilty to 
causing death by dangerous driving after 
the crash which killed the teenager, and 
injured two others. He also pleaded guilty 
to driving without a licence, having no in¬ 
surance and failing to stop at the scene. 

He appeared at Wolverhampton Youth 
Court on August 8 and will be sentenced 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court on Sep¬ 
tember 5. Assistant coroner Laura Nash 
adjourned the hearing.

THE West Midlands Mayor got into the 
swing of things as he unveiled an adven¬ 
ture centre’s new zip wire. 

Andy Street was on hand to test out 
the latest addition at Woodlands Adven¬ 
ture and Outdoor Learning in Aldridge 
as he braved the new zip wire. 

Youngsters in the region will now be 
able to follow the mayor by tackling the 
new feature at the popular adventure 
centre, which is run by charity the Bir¬ 
mingham Boys and Girls Union. It has 
cost £12,000 and was funded from dona¬ 
tions made in memory of the late Neil 


Aitchison, former chairman of the char¬ 
ity’s council, and the Saintbury Trust 
which originally funded the climbing 
tower from which the new zip wire runs.

Visiting Corbyn says 
Austin must face probe 



JEREMY Corbyn was in Wal¬ 
sall this week, but was em¬ 
broiled in the continuing is¬ 
sue of antisemitism. 

He has called for an investiga¬ 
tion into Black Country MP Ian 
Austin to be dealt with as quickly 
as possible - but refused to back 
his deputy Tom Watson in calling 
for the inquiry to be dropped. 

Mr Austin is facing possible sus¬ 
pension from the party after an in¬ 
ternal inquiry was launched into his 
behaviour during a heated argument 
with chairman Ian Lavery over tack¬ 
ling antisemitism. 

The investigation should be 
dropped, according to West Bromwich 
East MP Mr Watson, who has said the 
party will be unfit for Government if 
urgent action was not taken to deal 
with the overhanging issue. 

Quickly 

But speaking during his visit to the 
borough, Mr Corbyn said: “A com¬ 
plaint has been received, it is being 
investigated and I think it should be 
left to be investigated and dealt with, 
but hopefully as quickly as possible.” 

It comes after an internal inquiry 
into Labour MP Margaret Hodge was 
dropped. That was launched by the 
party after she called Mr Corybn ‘an 
antisemite and a racist’ in the House 
of Commons. 

Her comments were made after the 
party introduced a new code of con¬ 
duct adopted from the International 
Holocaust Remembrance Alliance 
which excluded several examples. 

Some in the Jewish community 
said it should have been accepted in 
full. A review of the code is now being 
carried out. 

Last week, Mr Watson said the on¬ 
going arguments over antisemitism 
within the party will mean it will ‘dis¬ 


appear into a vortex of eternal shame 
and embarrassment’ if they were not 
ended. 

And on Monday, Mr Corbyn was 
drawn on a picture taken of him 
holding a wreath at a memorial for 
a member of the terrorist group that 
carried out the Munich Olympics 
massacre in 1992, saying he was pres¬ 
ent but ‘I don’t think I was actually 
involved in it [the wreath-laying]’. 

Mr Corbyn said: “I want us to 
move on and want us to be in a 
place where the party is quite clear 
we don’t accept antisemitism in any 
form whatsoever. 


“That’s why the National Execu¬ 
tive Committee did approve a very 
tough code of conduct and agreed to 
consult on the examples in conjunc¬ 
tion with the code of conduct and a 
decision will be made by the commit¬ 
tee.” 

In April, Mr Corbyn told the 
Chronicle’s sister paper, the Express 
& Star around 70 alleged cases of 
antisemitism were being looked into 
as part of an attempt by the party to 
tackle the issue. 

He said:”Alot have been resolved 
and in some cases there has been 
sanctions for admonishments issued 


to people, in some cases there was 
nothing to answer for. 

“We look at each one as quickly as 
we can. 

“I don’t want cases hanging 
around and certainly since Jennie 
Formby became general secretary 
we have been much more rapid in 
dealing with all cases. If an objection 
or complaint is made it should be in¬ 
vestigated quickly from the point of 
view of those who made complaint 
and those subject of the complaint. 

“But it does put in perspective that 
any issues involve less than 0.01 per 
cent of party members.” 


Watchdogs' 
praise for 
mental health 
service again 

A MENTAL health service has been 
rated as ‘outstanding’ for the second 
time in two years. Health watchdogs 
found that staff at Newbridge House, in 
Streetly, were ‘kind’, ‘patient’ and ‘sup¬ 
portive’ during a visit. 

Inspectors from the Care Quality 
Commission awarded the centre a rat¬ 
ing of ‘good’ in the safe, caring, and 
well-led categories. The service, which 
treats young people aged eight to 18 
who have the most serious types of eat¬ 
ing disorders, was also awarded a rating 
of ‘outstanding’ for the effective and re¬ 
sponsive categories. 

The report found that Newbridge 
House, was committed to research and 
innovation within the eating disorders 
field. Inspectors noted that staff pro¬ 
vided a high quality treatment and care 
and that different professionals worked 
well together to assess and plan for the 
needs of patients. 

Staff were also found to have used a 
wide variety specialist tools to assess the 
severity of the patients’ eating disorder 
and measure the outcomes of treatment 
interventions. Despite the ‘outstanding’ 
rating inspectors still found room for 
improvement noting that Newbridge 
House staff did not always follow the 
medicines policy over their disposal. 


Check up, to save 
heated arguments 

HOUSE hunters throughout the West 
Midlands have been urged to check the 
property’s heating system before buying 
a new home. 

A survey revealed failing to ask when 
the boiler was last serviced was the 
biggest regret homeowners had after 
moving in. An additional 50 per cent 
admitted they did not check if the radia¬ 
tors were working correctly either. 

In response to these figures, the UK 
trade association for the oil heating in¬ 
dustry, OFTEC, has produced a help¬ 
ful guide highlighting key questions to 
asks. Malcolm Farrow, of OFTEC, said: 
“Whilst we’re usually good at asking all 
the obvious key questions, we often for¬ 
get about the heating system.”

Chairman's 
shock after 
his arrival 
at airport 

A 103-YEAR-OLD Walsall football 
club’s chairman found out that a no¬ 
tice for its striking off the companies 
register had been lodged while he was 
at a Mexican airport on Monday. 

Justin Hodgin took immediate ac¬ 
tion to get the move by Companies 
House, which could have seen Walsall 
Wood FC dissolved, terminated. 

“The notice was because a £13 con¬ 
firmation statement had not been 
completed on time. 

“It was a mistake that hap¬ 
pened,” said Mr Hodgin, an ac¬ 
countant and managing director of 
Birmingham-based accountants and 
independent financial advisers Bos¬ 
ton Bailey Group, who are sponsors of 
the club which plays at the ML Safety 
Stadium, also known as Oak Park, in 
Lichfield Road. 

Secure 

The confirmation statement of de¬ 
tails of the directors has now been 
lodged. 

The club’s latest accounts for 2016- 
2017 lodged with Companies House 
showed the club had debts of £82,101. 

Mr Hodgin, aged 45, who is one of 
three directors, said that the club was 
financially secure. 

“We have no external debts or cred¬ 
itors. The whole debt is owed to my¬ 
self and will never be called in,” he 
stressed. 

Walsall Wood, who are managed 
by former Walsall striker Gary Birch, 
won the Midland League division one 
title last season to gain promotion to 
the premier division. 

Ex-patient in £135 
boost for hospital 

A FORMER hospital patient has net¬ 
ted £135 for coronary care after hold¬ 
ing a charity football match. 

Grateful Walsall Manor Hospital 
patient Andy Wood raised the cash 
after he spent more than two months 
there in 2013. 

The 35-year-old was diagnosed 
with bacterial endocarditis, an infec¬ 
tion caused by bacteria that enter the 
bloodstream and settle in the heart 
lining, heart valve or a blood vessel. 

He said: “I was really ill and spent 
time on the coronary care ward where 
I was really well looked after.” 

Mr Wood wanted to show his grati¬ 
tude and organised a charity football 
match between Great Barr Rangers 
XI and Walsall Legends at Sutton 
Coldfield Town FC. 

He added: “Great Barr Rangers won 
8-2 and we had a great day playing the 
match at Sutton Coldfield Town FC. 
It’s good to be able to give something 
back when you’ve been so ill.” 


Deal to save some 



Poundworld UK has found a buyer 


POUNDWORLD has been rescued in 
a last-minute deal - but only a small 
number of stores are expected to be 
saved. Dublin retailing family, the 
Hendersons, who opened Ireland’s 
original Poundworld store in 1984, 
have agreed a bid for the UK firm. 

All of Poundworld’s stores closed 
last week as planned, but the family 
will begin to reopen some after the 
deal is rubber-stamped. 

It is not yet known if any of those in 
the Midlands are affected by the deal. 

David Henderson confirmed their 
offer had been accepted by adminis-

trators Deloitte to purchase the best 
and remaining stores for an undis¬ 
closed sum. Poundworld UK, which 
was bought by US TPG Capital in 
2015 for £150 million, collapsed into 
administration in June, closing more 
than 250 stores, resulting in the loss 
of 4,000 jobs. 

Ray Henderson sold his original 
Poundworld, then changed to Eurow¬ 
orld in 2007. His son, David Hender¬ 
son, who has experience in the retail 
sector in Ireland and the US, led the 
negotiations. 

“We are delighted to have agreed 


the purchase of Poundworld and we 
now look forward to bringing the 
company back to profit and provide 
current and new customers with an 
unrivalled product offering at low 
prices,” David Henderson said. The 
Hendersons have formed a new UK 
entity, RVP Holdings, to operate the 
business. 

Poundworld turned over nearly 
£500m in 2017 with 6,000 employees 
across 337 stores. 

The Poundworld branches in Merry 
Hill, Bloxwich and West Bromwich 
were in the first round of closures. 


Row erupts as gym to 
replace trampoline site 


A POPULAR trampoline centre has 
closed after only a year - prompting 
a row over what should replace it. 

A new gym is to open at the warehouse 
on Bentley Mill Way, Walsall, following 
the collapse of trampoline firm Jump In, 
which has gone into liquidation. 

But ward councillor Angela Underhill stated: 
“There are enough gyms in the area - we don’t 
need another one.” 

The large 25,000sq ft warehouse was origi¬ 
nally run by Jump Nation after the building 
had stood empty for at least seven years. 

The firm ran it for a year before Jump In 
took over and spent a month improving the fa¬ 
cilities, relaunching in May last year. 

But the business ran into difficulties after 
only a few months and the trampoline centre 
eventually closed a few weeks ago. 

Walsall’s planning committee has approved 
an application by Simply Gym to provide a 
low-cost gym, which the company say will con¬ 
tribute to the health and well-being of local 
residents. A council spokesman said the area 
was ‘not presently well-served by health and 
fitness centres’. 

Replace 

But Councillor Underhill argued that chil¬ 
dren and young people needed exercise fa¬ 
cilities more. “It’s a dreadful shame this 
trampoline centre has gone out of business,” 
she said. “It was really popular with youngsters 
and we should look to replace it with something 
similar or at least aimed at that age group.” 

The former planning vice-chair helped to 
bring the trampoline centre to Bentley when 
other councillors wanted to see the building 
turned into factory units, and the business in¬ 
itially took off. 

“There’s little we can do when a company 
goes into liquidation. But I don’t think as a 
council we do enough to provide for that age 
group. I’m not sure we talk to them enough 
and find out what they want.” 

In a covering letter to the planning commit¬ 
tee, Simply Gym said their plans would ‘en¬ 
hance access to health and fitness facilities’. 

The business will create 36 full-time jobs. 


Park statue remembers veterans

MORE than 100 people turned 
out to witness the unveiling of a 
new commemorative First World 
War statue and memorial garden 
at a Black Country park. 

Councillors, neighbours and 
community group members were 
at Willenhall Memorial Park to 
pay tribute to all those from the 
town who fought in the First 
World War as part of its cente¬ 
nary year. They helped open the 
new memorial garden and unveil 
a commemorative statue depicting 


a soldier planting a tree on Satur¬ 
day afternoon. 

Council leader, Councillor Sean 
Coughlan said: “I think it is an 
absolutely wonderful memorial 
to those people and that is what 
this park is. I set the friends of 
the park group up in 1993 so we 
celebrate 25 years, and one of our 
earliest members, Pat, remembers 
her father working on here to help 
build this wonderful park. This 
was my back yard as a kid growing 
up so it is wonderful” 


The park was created in the 
early 1920s to commemorate 
those who died in the Great War. 
Some of the work was carried out 
by unemployed servicemen re¬ 
turning from the war. 

The Trench Raiders performed 
at the event, reflecting on the life 
and times of former Willenhall 
soldier Jim Stretton - who was 
among those who returned to the 
town after the war and helped 
create the park. His grandson Jim 
Nicholls, 72, was at the event. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

Warburtons warn 
of strike action 

DRIVERS at baking giant Warbur¬ 
tons are considering strike action 
over contract terms and conditions. 

Around 40 disgruntled employees 
from Warburtons’ Wednesbury plant 
have now put a plan in place they 
are ‘willing to execute’, sources say. 
Workers have said they are willing to 
strike over plans to scrap the current 
45-hour contract and introduce a new 
43-hour contract - reportedly cutting 
wages by up to £1,200 a year. 

It is believed up to 60 of the 90 
drivers at Warburtons’ Wednesbury 
site are due to be moved onto the new 
contract - with the baking firm said 
to be currently holding a consultation 
over the plans and carrying out one to 
one meetings with staff. 

Meanwhile, workers met at the 
Gospel Oak pub in Tipton last Thurs¬ 
day morning to ballot on the decision 
to strike, with 40 in favour and one 
against. A member of management 
from the Gospel Oak pub confirmed: 
“Talks are on-going for the time 
being.” Warburtons were contacted 
for comment but failed to respond. 

Ply for hire taxi 
driver to pay £700 

A PRIVATE hire taxi driver was or¬ 
dered to pay hundreds of pounds for 
picking up undercover officers who 
had not pre-booked the journey. 

Awais Ali, of Dalkeith Street, Wal¬ 
sall, pleaded guilty to the offences of 
plying for hire and driving without in¬ 
surance when he appeared at Walsall 
Magistrates Court 

It comes after Ali was caught in a 
sting when he picked up two officers 
from the Community Protection 
Team and West Midlands Police on 
Bridge Street in Walsall when they 
had not booked the journey. 

The court ordered Ali to pay fines 
totalling £470 plus a victim surcharge 
of £33 and costs of £204 on August 2. 
The court also ordered six points to be 
placed on his driving licence. 

Communities, leisure and culture 
chief, Councillor Gary Perry said: “We 
will not hesitate to take firm action 
when drivers pay such a disregard to 
the safety of the public. Plying for hire 
undermines the protection that is pro¬ 
vided by licensing.”

Number of weekly 
pub closures static 

THE number of pubs closing every 
week has remained at around 18 amid 
evidence that more people are choos¬ 
ing to drink at home, according to a 
new report. 

There were 476 closures in the first 
six months of the year across the UK, 
13 more than in the last six months 
of 2017, said the Campaign for Real 
Ale (Camra). 

There were more than 60 pub clo¬ 
sures a week in the North West and 
South East this year, with more than 
50 in Greater London and the South 
West. Camra also reported that four 
out of five people had experienced a 
local pub closure in the past five years. 

Most positive over 
dealings with GP 

MOST patients are positive about 
their GP experience, a survey of al¬ 
most 760,000 people has found. 

Almost half of respondents de¬ 
scribed their overall experience of 
their practice as very good, while 37.6 
per cent said it was fairly good. 

Two thirds of patients who asked 
for a same-day appointment got one, 
the GP Patient Survey 2018 found, 
and 61.6 per cent managed to see their 
GP when they wanted or sooner. 

However, around a third of patients 
who wanted to see a GP but found 
their practice was closed said they 
ended up going to A&E. 

House price rise 
bucks forecasts 

HOUSE prices grew faster than ex¬ 
pected in July, hitting a record high 
as pressure on household finances be¬ 
gins to ease, according to Halifax. 

The annual pace of house price 
growth rose 3.3 per cent, smashing 
economists’ forecasts for a 2.6 per cent 
increase, and helping average prices 
hit a new record high of £230,280. 

The figure compares with the 1.8 
per cent rise recorded in June and 
represents the largest increase since 
last November. 

Shortage of skilled 
workers now worse 

THE shortage of skilled workers is 
getting worse, with most organisa¬ 
tions now having problems recruiting 
suitably qualified staff. 

The recruitment process is also tak¬ 
ing longer, making it more expensive 
for firms to hire employees, said the 
Open University. Its research among 
almost 1,000 business leaders found 
that three out of five believe skills 
shortages have worsened.” 


Chamber advice on re-imposed sanctions 


THE Black Country’s biggest busi¬ 
ness organisation is urging compa¬ 
nies worried about new Iran trade 
sanctions to get in touch for crucial 
advice. 

In the wake of the US re-imposing 
sanctions, the Black Country Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce is warning affected 
businesses to contact the organisation 
before taking any further action. 

On Tuesday, President Trump an¬ 


nounced he would re-impose a trade 
embargo on Iran after withdrawing 
from a 2015 deal that lifted sanctions 
in return for a halt on Iran’s nuclear 
programme. 

But the UK and EU leaders are 
backing the Iran Nuclear Deal, with 
the European Union issuing a “block¬ 
ing statute” on Monday to protect Eu¬ 
ropean businesses from the impact of 
the sanctions. 


Businesses that do not comply with 
the sanctions, however, could face 
difficulties when it comes to trading 
internationally. 

Corin Crane, chief executive of the 
chamber, said: “We know there will 
likely be businesses affected by this 
recent announcement. We have fan¬ 
tastic international trade and export 
documentation advisers here at the 
Black Country Chamber and advise 


any potentially affected firms to give 
us a call.”

M&S shuts its doors in 
Walsall after 80 years

CUSTOMERS have been left 
disappointed after retail giant 
Marks & Spencer finally shut 
its doors at its ‘iconic’ town 
centre spot. 

Walsall’s branch of the depart¬ 
ment store closed after more than 
80 years’ trading to customers in 
the area on Saturday. 

Shoppers have since spoken of their 
dismay after hearing the store will now 
stand empty, with no immediate plans 
for another retailer to claim the space. 

Former court usher Delia Wilkes 
recalled using the ‘iconic’ store as a 
meeting point and said the closure 
would be a ‘big loss’ to the town. The 
grandmother-of-two regularly popped 
into the store when she worked at 
nearby Walsall Magistrates’ Court. 

Ms Wilkes, who lives in Cheslyn 
Hay, added: “I was surprised because 
I did not know this one was closing. 
Everyone I spoke to inside the store 
was devastated.” 

Her daughter Sandra Smallman 
blamed a rise in online shopping for 
the demise of the store, which first 
opened on June 1, 1943. The 56-year- 
old support worker added: “We don’t 
come here as often as we used to but 
it’s really sad. In the 70s and 80s we 
would come down to the store on a 
weekly basis. It’s [due to] online but 
we are all guilty of shopping online.” 

The former flagship Saddlers Shop¬ 
ping Centre store’s closure was part of 
the company’s nationwide plan to shut 
underperforming branches. 

Mother-of-three Sheena Beesley said 
Marks & Spencer’s failure to attract 
younger shoppers through its doors 
was the cause of its downfall. 

The 36-year-old, who lives in the 
town, suggested the empty retail space 
could instead now be filled with more 
places to eat. She added: “There’s 
nothing for the younger generation.” 


Her daughters Tailah, 13, and 
Latia, 17, agreed and added: “It’s 
more for older people and it’s really 
expensive as well.” 

Val Pickering raised concern’s 
the store’s closure would now affect 
trade across the town centre, with 


fewer shoppers visiting remaining 
stores. The 82-year-old, who lives in 
Rushall, said: “I’m disappointed re¬ 
ally because I think it was a big asset 
to the town.” 

Father-of-six Mukhtar Edroos said 
he feared trade across the town cen¬ 


tre would continue to decline unless 
cheaper parking facilities were made 
available to residents. 

The 56-year-old said: “It’s a big 
shop that has closed, it’s not good for 
Walsall. It’s not like a town, it’s like 
a village.” 


Theme park 
ride death 
won't result 
in charges 

NO charges have been brought 
against Drayton Manor after a young 
schoolgirl was killed on one of its 
rides, the theme park has said. 

It was reported over the weekend 
that the theme park, which is still 
under investigation by the Health and 
Safety Executive (HSE) over Evha 
Jannath’s death last year, could face 
a manslaughter charge. 

The reports came after Stafford¬ 
shire Police handed a file over to the 
Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) for 
consideration. A spokesman for the 
CPS said: “We received a file of evi¬ 
dence from Staffordshire Police on 
July 25 in relation to an allegation of 
corporate manslaughter.” 

However a spokesman for the park, 
which is owned by 70-year-old Colin 
Bryan CBE, said no charges had been 
brought against the park. 

A statement from the park said: 
“No charges have been brought by the 
police. We continue to co-operate fully 
with the HSE in its investigation and 
it would not be appropriate to com¬ 
ment further. 

“The Drayton Manor community 
remains deeply saddened by the inci¬ 
dent and our thoughts continue to be 
with the family and friends of Evha 
Jannath.” Evha, 11, was killed on the 
Splash Canyon ride during a school 
trip in May last year just four days 
after celebrating her birthday. 

The youngster was rescued and 
airlifted unconscious to Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital but was pro¬ 
nounced dead shortly after arrival. 

Splash Canyon has remained closed 
ever since with the park saying it will 
remain closed until the outcome of the 
HSE investigation. 

Revamp of bus 
station begins 

A MAJOR revamp of Walsall’s busiest 
bus station has started with prepara¬ 
tory work beginning at the site. 

St Pauls Street station in the town 
will have it seating and flooring re¬ 
placed. The concrete walls in the wait¬ 
ing areas will be removed while large 
screens installed. 

A public WiFi spot introduced - a 
first for a bus station in the West Mid¬ 
lands. A spokesman for Transport for 
West Midlands said preliminary work 
had started at the site. 

Artist impressions of how the new 
station will look like are to be made 
public next week. 

The work will be complete by the 
end of this year. The bus station has 
three satellite bus stands on St Pauls 
Street and 11 stands within the main 
operating area of the bus station.

Thieves ransack elderly woman's home 



Damage to the 78-year-old’s home 


THIEVES broke into and ransacked 
an elderly woman’s home in broad 
daylight - causing thousands of 
pounds worth of damage and stealing 
sentimental jewellery. 

The 78-year-old was shocked when 
she returned to her home in New In¬ 
vention, and discovered her patio win¬ 
dows were smashed by yobs who then 
stole her valuables. 

Money, the jewellery and other 
items have been stolen, including 
a unique gold charm bracelet. The 
break-in took place at around 2.30pm 
last Wednesday. The woman, who did 


not wish to be named, lives alone after 
her husband died last year but since 
the incident she has kept his walking 
stick by her bedside in case she needs 
‘to protect herself. 

They also terrorised her rescue 
dog, a Shih Tzu named Ricky, who 
she bought to keep her company. Her 
family are urging people nearby to be 
vigilant as they believe it could have 
been a lot worse. 

Her daughter-in-law Dawn Rich¬ 
ards, aged 47, of Bloxwich, said: 
“They got in and smashed it up and 
then just ransacked upstairs. It is ab¬ 


solutely shocking. She was beside her¬ 
self. They took a sentimental bracelet 
with charms on and she’s absolutely 
gutted. She hardly ever used to wear 
it out in case she lost it - it meant a 
lot to her. We do not know the value 
of it, the bracelet was worth a lot of 
money but it is the damage that is 
really bad. Forensics came and took 
some items that they used to get into 
the property. It is just so upsetting 
and she is really worried now.”

GREAT dates in history. August 8, 2018: Brit¬ 
ain discovers the Battle of Amiens. This week’s 
wall-to-wall coverage of the centenary of the 
battle was a lesson for the nation, delivered 
rather late. 

THE problem this country’s influential liber- 
al-Left has always had with the First World War 
is that for almost 100 years the only acceptable 
narrative was one of butchery, failure, waste, 
stupidity, lions led by donkeys, Blackadder and 
Oh, What a Lovely War. So it’s a bit awkward 
having to explain to a forgetful and ignorant na¬ 
tion that Britain and her Allies, led by the same 
“donkeys” as in 1916, actually won the war in 
the summer and autumn of 1918. They did it in 
a series of fast, mobile battles, skilfully co-ordi¬ 
nating armour, artillery, air power and infantry in 
a way never seen before. The Tommies of 1918 
were proud of their victories, and we should be, 
too. 

I AM not a fan of Boris Johnson. He was a 
dismal foreign secretary and would be a monu¬ 
mentally bad prime minister. But as a commen¬ 
tator and columnist who gets the nation talking,

he is in a class of his own. And if you haven’t 
read his Daily Telegraph column on the burka, 
then do.

Unfortunately these days in the current 
state of the NHS, a break doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily mean a break.

THE Three Crowns, Sutton Road, 
Walsall is an outstanding example of a 
1930s roadhouse, a familiar landmark 
building that announces arrival into 
the town from the east. 

Walsall now has few buildings of ar¬ 
chitectural merit, this building is one 
of them. 

Over decades it has been a local and 
has also has catered for weddings and 
major social events for the town, a 
well-loved building of which many Wal¬ 
sall people will have happy memories. 

Situated just inside the greenbelt it 
has been redundant as licensed prem¬ 
ises for some years. 


There is now a planning application 
for its demolition and replacement 
with houses. The Three Crowns is a 
very large building of solid construc¬ 
tion and there is no reason why a sym¬ 
pathetic conservation architect cannot 
convert the structure to contain sev¬ 
eral homes.

FIRE bosses are urging people 
to think twice before burning off 
weeds or waste in the garden dur¬ 
ing the hot weather after a blaze 
left a man injured. 

Staffordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service has issued the warning after 
a garden fire spread to nearby prop¬ 
erties in Morley Road, Burntwood. 
Crews from Cannock and Lichfield 
Fire Stations used two hose reel jets 


to extinguish the flames, which left 
an elderly man with burns to one 
of his arms. The resident had been 
using a blow torch to burn away 
the weeds in his garden when a fire 
broke out and spread to the fencing 
panels, his home and a neighbour’s 
property. He was treated by para¬ 
medics from West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service. 

The blaze unfolded on August 3. 


ONE person dies from drug 
abuse in the Black Country every 
six days, with the number of 
deaths almost doubling in a dec¬ 
ade, shock new figures show. 

Figures from the Office for National Sta¬ 
tistics have revealed there were 122 deaths 
in the Black Country which involved illegal 
drugs or were as a result of drug abuse or 
dependence and Walsall was the borough 
with the highest rate. 

Covering the period between 2015 and 
2017 the number of drug abuse deaths were 
up from 73 in 2005 to 2007. 

In Walsall, an average of 5.1 people died 
from drug abuse per 100,000 population. 
This compared to 3.7 in Wolverhampton, 
3.8 in Sandwell and 3.6 in Dudley. 

The rise in drug abuse deaths come at 
a time council budgets are squeezing out 
spending on drug rehabilitation services. 

Councillor Alan White, deputy leader of 
Staffordshire County Council and cabinet 
member for health, accepted there had been 
an increase in deaths over the past decade. 

He said: “The rate of deaths in Staf¬ 
fordshire is lower than the regional and 
national rates, but over the last decade, 
there has been a consistent upward trend, 
not primarily from over-doses but because 
people using drugs are getting older and 
suffering from general health issues, such 
as pneumonia and respiratory conditions.” 

The councillor also said the figures given 
were not up to date and the number of drug 
abuse deaths had plateaued last year. 

He added: “We spend £5m a year on tar¬ 
geting drug and alcohol treatment where it 
makes the most difference. We work with 
our partners in the health and care services 
to ensure we continue to support those who 
need it most.” 

Karen Tyrell, of alcohol and drug charity 
Addaction, said: “The truth is that most 
drug-related deaths are preventable. Peo¬ 
ple who use opioids often have cumulative 
physical and mental health problems.”

Surge in call-outs for 
air ambulance up 23pc 



The air ambulance, which had a busy year for missions 


THE Midlands Air Ambu¬ 
lance attended 23 per cent 
more missions in the last 12 
months than in the previous 
year, as well as attending its 
50,000th in March. 

Trauma and accidental inci¬ 
dents rose overall, reaching 1,749, 
of which 736 were road crashes. 

Vehicle collisions were up 20 per 
cent compared to 2016/17 and the in¬ 
crease in incidents has prompted a call 
for more support for the service which 
does not receive any government fund¬ 
ing. Stabbings and violent crime were 
also responsible for the rise in call-outs 
- accounting for almost seven per cent 
of missions throughout the year. 

Motorcyclists and horse riders are 
among the most common victims in 
need of assistance from air ambulance 
crews. On average, the Midlands Air 
Ambulance, which is based at Cosford, 
near Wolverhampton, now airlifts a 
biker every three days, and a horse 
rider every four days. 

Operational 

And with call-outs rising by nearly 
a quarter, leaders say the need for the 
public’s support is greater than ever. 

Ian Roberts, air operations manager 
for Midlands Air Ambulance Charity, 
said: “It’s clear from these statistics 
that the need for the support of the 
critical care paramedics and doctors 
on board our helicopters is higher than 
ever. 

“The skilled aircrew, together with 
state-of-the-art equipment and heli¬ 
copters, ensure a patient’s chances of 


survival are vastly increased, but in 
order to stay operational we need to 
raise in excess of £9 million each year. 

“Thankfully, the general public and 
local businesses across the six counties 
we cover do an amazing job every year 
to raise funds for the charity.” 

A new £7m helicopter entered the 
air ambulance fleet earlier this year, 
thanks to money raised from generous 
fundraisers. 

Former England rugby star and 
husband of Zara Phillips, Mike Tin¬ 
dall, and racing driver Nigel Mansell, 


who are ambassadors for the charity, 
were on hand to unveil the new heli¬ 
copter in April. 

The life-saving charity operates 
three strategically located air ambu¬ 
lance helicopters across six Midlands 
counties. 

In addition to the new H145 helicop¬ 
ter, the charity owns a H135 helicopter 
and leases another.

'Parasites' 
jibe over 
travellers 
under fire 


THE leader of Walsall Council has sparked a 
huge row after branding the travelling com¬ 
munity as “parasites”. 

Councillor Mike Bird described travellers as “in¬ 
timidating and threatening” and accused them of 
being responsible for routine thefts in the town. He 
was speaking live on BBC WM when he made his 


comments. 

He said: “The ones I have 
come across are a lawless 
society, they have no respect 
whatsoever for our commu¬ 
nity and I get this all the 
time - oh, it’s their culture. 

“But what about our cul¬ 
ture? What about our way 
of life? 

“They do not give a damn. 
I have now got 24 injunction 
sites because of the incur¬ 
sions we’ve had.

“They just have no re¬ 
spect for other people. 

“We have had many in¬ 
cursions in Walsall and the 
mess and the mayhem they 
cause, the theft they cause, 
is disgraceful. In recent 
weeks they walked into the 
local co-op and were literally 
just emptying the shelves. 

“And the manager, genu¬ 
inely, was so frightened that 
he let them get on with it.”

THE University of Wolverhampton is to be home to a new 
national brownfield research centre that will help tackle 
the housing shortage, West Midlands Mayor Andy Street 
has announced.

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Jail for knifeman in 
Christmas pub attack 


A KNIFEMAN has been jailed 
for stabbing a reveller at a 
Christmas pub party. 

Yusaf Mohammed plunged the 
knife into his 22-year-old victim’s 
chest when violence erupted in 
the smoking area at the Old Horns 
pub in Great Barr at 12.45am on 
Christmas Day in 2015. 

The man went on to make a full re¬ 
covery but was lucky to survive after 
the knife narrowly avoided puncturing 
his heart. 

Officers soon identified 24-year- 
old Mohammed - known locally as 
‘Biggsy’ - as a suspect and later that 
day officers traced him to an address 
in Dunedin Road, Kingstanding. 

He had fled the area but officers 
found clothes matching those worn by 
the attacker drying on a radiator hav¬ 
ing been washed by Mohammed in a 
bid to remove any DNA evidence.

Trouble 

Investigating officer Pc Mandy Dor- 
rington, from West Midlands Police, 
said: “There was no trouble during 
the evening - everyone seemed to be 
merry and enjoying themselves - but 
trouble flared just after closing time 
as people were milling around outside. 

“It’s not known exactly what 
sparked the disorder but an argument 
broke out between two men and for 
some reason Mohammed waded in and 
stabbed one of the men. 

“CCTV shows the victim collapse on 
a grass verge near the pub car park. 
He was lucky to survive.” 

When he was arrested on January 
29, 2016, Mohammed denied being 
involved and claimed it was a case of 
mistaken identity - despite a key wit¬ 
ness picking him out as the offender. 

However, a jury at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was shown CCTV evi¬ 


dence and heard from a witness who 
saw Mohammed with a knife in the 
pub toilets. On Friday, Mohammed 
was found guilty of wounding and sen¬ 
tenced to six-and-a-half years behind 
bars. 

Another man, aged 20 at the time, 
suffered a serious head injury after 
being knocked unconscious during the 


brawl. His attacker, 20-year-old Jake 
Thomason, of Beacon Road, Pheasey, 
will be sentenced for wounding later 
this month. 

Pc Dorrington added: “This was a 
complex investigation, with lots of wit¬ 
ness accounts and CCTV to be gath¬ 
ered, but I am pleased Mohammed has 
now finally been brought to justice.”

AS you walk through the doorway 
of Vicki Phipps’ shop you are in¬ 
stantly transported back in time. 

And that’s exactly the experi¬ 
ence she wanted to create when 
she opened Mindful Gifts in Dar- 
laston to help people with de¬ 
mentia. Nostalgic toys, sweets, 
clothes and household items fill 
the shelves offering a pleasant re¬ 
minder of times gone by. 

As well as benefiting people 
with memory problems, it offers 
a safe place for people to socialise 
and a programme of daily activi¬ 
ties, including rag rug making and 
crocheting. It all started in 2013 
when Vicki realised the struggles 
families faced trying to find activi¬ 
ties and gifts for loved ones. 

“I recognised from my own ex¬ 
perience of having family mem¬ 
bers with dementia there was a 
lack of adult appropriate activities 
and families did not know what to 
buy someone when it came to spe¬ 
cial occasions such as birthdays or 
Christmas,” she said.

Mixed views on move 
to chop down trees 


CONTROVERSIAL moves to de¬ 
stroy four ‘historic’ trees that 
stand within Walsall Highgate 
Brewery’s conservation area 
are up for discussion by town 
planners. 

Proposals to cut down the syca¬ 
mores, which stand at the rear of 
Drayman Close and adjacent to ga¬ 
rages serving nearby Emery Close, 
have met with mixed reactions from 
neighbouring residents. 

Walsall Council said it had received a 
number of letters in favour of felling the 
trees alongside a signed petition voting 
to save them. One resident of Drayman 
Close, who did not wish to be named, said: 
“These trees grow considerably every year 
and the branches get nearer the houses 
and are a danger to damaging the fence 
to the close.

“They have deprived our house of light 
and a living lawn. Paintwork on vehicles 
has been damaged and patio furniture 
destroyed. The gardens are littered with 
flowers, leaves, twigs, seeds and greenfly 
and it’s difficult to grow grass and plants. 

“These trees are a nuisance. We can no 
longer park cars along the fence side of 


the car park and washing can’t be dried 
in the garden,” added the resident. 

A Walsall Council spokesman said: 
“This particular area is located within the 
Highgate Conservation Area and is part 
of the Listed Building status for Highgate 
Brewery. 

“The precise boundary of the rear gar¬ 
dens is undetermined at this stage as 
there is a double fence line and therefore 
the ownership of the trees is also undeter¬ 
mined at present.” 

In a letter objecting to the plans, an¬ 
other resident said: “These sycamore 
trees are in good health. They make a 
significant contribution to the amenity, 
aesthetic and landscape value of the area 
and also support a range of wildlife. 

“They provide a useful amount of 
screening between the properties in Dray¬ 
man Close and Emery Close and I feel 
there may even be an impact on flooding 
in the area if the trees are removed.”

it over and over again. I was not coping.” 

Taking advice from her daughter, who had 
received a recommendation from a work 
colleague that North Street Dental and Im¬ 
plant Clinic could help, Sheila headed for 
Dudley.

70 - but racketball ace 
lan plans to carry on 


IAN GARVEY continues to prove that age 
is no barrier to sporting success. 

The 70-year-old racketball ace has just add¬ 
ed another national title to his sizeable list of 
achievements - nearly 50 years after being ad¬ 
vised not to play sport. 

A serious knee injury curtailed Garvey’s footballing 
days when he was in his mid-20s and, according to a 
doctor, should have meant an end to any strenuous 
physical activity. 

But Garvey, from Stourbridge, had other ideas and 
decided to take to the squash courts for his sporting 
fix. A series of operations over the years on his knees, 
hip and shoulder, have failed to slow the Norton res¬ 
ident down with racketball taking over from squash 
as his number one sport. 

And the sprightly septuagenarian shows no signs 
of calling it a day on the courts just yet, having been 
crowned champion in the over-70s category at the Na¬ 
tional Squash 57, the new term for racketball, Cham¬ 
pionships at the Edgbaston Priory Club. 

Prepare 

The victory was all the more remarkable as Garvey 
had not participated in the nationals since 2008, and 
underwent major hip surgery in 2009 and a full shoul¬ 
der reconstruction in 2012. 

And Garvey, who has now won 19 national racket- 
ball titles, believes this is his greatest victory to date. 

“I think this is my best achievement yet, having 
not figured in the nationals for a long time,” he said. 

“I had said I was going to call it a day because I 
have had operations on my hip and shoulder, and 
my knees are feeling the strain a bit. But I’m going 
to carry on playing. My wife, Carol, is a bit worried 
about me playing at my age but I still enjoy it and it 
keeps me fit and active.” 

Garvey enjoyed 3-0 victories over John Shingler 
(Priory) and John Hopkins (Solihull) in the quarter 
and semi-finals respectively to earn a shootout for sil¬ 
verware with the number one seed, Leicester’s Hans 
Bilson. The final was a very tight 50-minute encoun¬ 
ter with Garvey battling through to win 3-1 (9-11, 
12-10, 11-8, 11-5). 

“I won the over-70s competition at my club, Stour¬ 
bridge Lawn Tennis & Squash Club, earlier in the

year and I think that helped prepare me for the na¬ 
tionals,” added Garvey. 

He has been a member at the Stourbridge club for 
more than 40 years and played county squash before 
turning to racketball in the late eighties. 

He plays a couple times a week in the afternoon 
leagues which are open age affairs and see him pitted 
against younger opponents. 

“I played squash until I was about 35 and have 
been playing racketball since then,” said the semi-re¬ 
tired asset finance broker. 

“I play in the afternoon league at the club each 
week. I have managed to win that for the last four 
years so I am there to be shot at now, I suppose! 

“It’s open age so I can be up against players who 
are a bit younger than me. But that doesn’t bother 
me, I don’t think about the age, and the experience 
I have helps.” 

The latest trophy will take pride of place in a huge 
collection. Since taking up the sport he has also 
claimed national glory twice in the over-40s category, 
four times at over-45, once at over-50, and a double 
success at over-55. 

In addition to his single successes, he has also 
bagged one men’s open doubles title and four over- 
458 doubles wins. And he has been a national final¬ 
ist on another eight occasions in various singles and 
doubles events. 


“I have won a few titles and I suppose it’s not too 
bad considering I was advised not play sport again in 
my mid-20s,” he said. 

“I smashed my knee up playing football, I damaged 
my cruciate ligament, and I was told not to play sport. 
But I started to play squash in my late 20s. I have had 
a few operations on my knees but they have held up 
over the years. 

“I played in the Birmingham League when I lived 
in Halesowen and then joined Stourbridge when we 
moved to Norton in the late 70s.” 

Not surprisingly, Garvey was also a hit on the 
squash court where he helped Stourbridge win 11 
Worcestershire League titles and five cups while he 
went through one season with a perfect record of 16 
wins from 16 games. 

He then turned his attentions to racketball and cap¬ 
tained the club to nine West Midlands League Divi¬ 
sion One successes between 1993 and 2002, doubling 
five of those wins up with the cup for good measure. 
Amazingly he lost just one game in those 10 seasons. 

And with Garvey showing no sign of easing up, he is 
delighted to see a boom in the sport he loves. 

Leagues 

“There are quite a lot of people playing the sport 
now,” he said. “The racket and ball are bigger than 
those you use in squash and it’s probably a bit easier 
to play. 

“At our club, we have winter and summer leagues 
and there are about 15 divisions in each, so the sport 
is becoming really popular.” 

Sport is very much a part of the Garvey family 
make-up. 

“My dad, Geoff, played alongside the great Wolves 
player and manager Stan Cullis in various war-time 
matches in the 40s,” said Garvey. 

“I have got programmes from games he played at 
Craven Cottage and Stamford Bridge and he played 
with numerous professionals. 

“My son Mark was a goalkeeper and he played for 
Stourbridge and Halesowen. And my grandson Ryan 
is also a goalkeeper and is just starting out with Cook- 
ley. 

“Sport runs in the family and hopefully I will car¬ 
rying playing for a few more years yet.”
